that Way. Iii Boston a flue of S? and costs, 
the regular drunkenness fine, is paid for by 
a twenty days imprisonment. Iu Chicago, 
the terms are considerably more favoroblc to 
to the culprit. It is supposed that he cau 
earn half a dollar a day, BO that every two 
days imprisonment works off ono dollar of 
the fine. We certainly ought to Imvo somu 
such arrangement as this.
